YOICK'S REVENGE. 

An Adventure with the Terror 
of Co Hello Crcvk. 

A Young Herman's Prodieai- I 
ineiit— in rear of Dealli— A I 
Noble Aet—A Family made 
Happy--* Generous Re- 
snoiice. 

(Translated from the Oerman by.AU-x Sweet.) 

Ju(J»u Julius Scliuetze of dustin edi- 
tor of tho Vorwaertu, publishes in liis 
paper some very interesting reminis- 
cences of early life in Texan. When a 
mere boy lie caiue to the Lone Star 
State from Germany with his mother 
and sinter, and Battled in the flourish- 
ing German settlement of York town. 
He tells of how, being unacquainted 
with backwoods life, he built a cabin, 
which, however, as far aa protection, 
from the rigor of the Texas norther 
was concerned, was an architectural 
failure. The roof leaked, the covering 
being of colton cloth, while the door, 
which was constructed on the north 
side of the cabin and consisted of a

A PLAN. 

Young Bchuetce conceived the idea 
i of cutting down a tree and making a 
, roof of theboards, ^lihoughhi.s strength 
I and experience at the business were 
rather limited. There wus, moreover, a 
still more serious obstacle to his ]>rojectj 
The land, and. of course, the trees 
were owned by a man named York, 
who lived on Uollelto Creek, and was 
the terror of the whole country. He 
bore the reputation of being a despera- 
do of t he worst possible churaeter when 
drunk, which seemed to bo his normal 
condition. He had a special animosity 
ail'aiiist those whom hu suspected of 
stealing the timber of his land. Never 
theless young Schuetzo determined to 
saw down a tree and make a roof for

The man had 
a pistol in his hand, and he was none 
other than York himself. My heart 
ceased to beat. My tongue cleaved to 
the roof of my mouth. The desperado 
continued to take name of the Lord in 
yain.

The fierce, bloodthirsty ruffian, who 
was more like a demon than a wan, 



looked at mo in silence. He did not re- 
ply. Ho put his pistol in its scabbard, 
seized his horse by the bridle .and 
swung himself into the saddle. As soon 
as ho was in the saddle he resumed his 
swearing, as if to make up for lost 
time. 

"For months and mouths I've been 
watching for a chance to kill one of 
these — who steal my timber, and now 
when I've caught one, he isn't the 
right one, — the luck," and York put 
spurs to his horse and was soon out of 
Bight. 

I picked up mv saw anil staggered 
back to the little cabin. J threw my- 
self softly on the bed, and in broken 
accents told the story of my adventure. 
My mother was in dispair. None of us 
knew what the legal consequences 
might be, and we believed that iuipri- 
ni en t in the penitentiary would be the 
result under the most favorable cireumj 
stances. 

PLANS OF ESCAPE. 

My poor mother advised me to fly 
the country.' 1 was to go to San An- 
tonio and obtain employment until she 
and my sisLer would join me. She said 
she could not survive the disgrace and 
sorrow of my being dragged away in 
chains, a prisoner in the hands of the 
minions of the law. None of those in 
ihat little shanty closed their eyes that 
night. Jt was past midnight, and at 
daybreak 1 was to make my exodus.

"Good mawnin', sah, said one of 
them, taking off' his hat; "am you tie 
young man what sawed one ob Massa 
York's trees last night?" 

I admitted that I was the guilty 
party. All hope had Hed from my 
bosom. 1 was ready to hold out my 
hands to be handcuffed. 

"I knowed dis was de house," resum- 
ed the negro. "Massa York sent us 
here to put a gootl roof on de house' an' 
tix it up comfortable like. We has 
brought de nails and de boards, and a 
little windy." 

No doomed man under the gallows, 
who, just as the excutioner adjusted 
the rope, heard that ho had been re 
prived, could have felt happier than I 
did. And this was the way that York, 
the terror of Coletto, got even with me 
for trying to saw down one of his trees. 

Before night, the skilful negroes had 
a splendid roof on, and had put in a 
window, anil otherwise fixed up the 
house in a most comfortable manner. 

On the following Sunday I made a 
pilgrimage to the ranch of (Jolonei 
York to thank him for his kindness. 
He was at home. When I offered to 
work for him in payment for what he 
had done for us, he laughed out loud. 

"How old are you"," he asked. 

"Seventeen." 

"You want to use all your young 
strength to help your mother and 
sister. 1 don't want you to wprk f.;r 
me. It's all right. If you ever get into 
any trouble come to me and I'll help 
you."

THE ENGLISH AT P.ENJDEH. 

A British officer c jj^ctodi with the 
boundary uvutUkMu'.ii gives 'a rather 
gloomy account of thp retirement of Cap- 
tain Yatoa', »ml other ollicori after the 
Ponjduh light: ' lie .„iys that the English 
escaped by, the skin of their teeth. The 
action was over in 45 minutes, and the 
Afghans were driven buck with heavy 
loss. They formed outside the Enylish 
camp, and the Euglish were for some 
time in doubt whether they would be at- 
tacked or not. There were Turcomans in 
the camp with the English, and they in- 
formed the English otlicers that Alikha- 
notf, the Russian officer, had ordered 
them to attack the English, and when 
they refused, offered them 1000 k ranis for 
each of the heads of the English party 
that they would bring into the camp. 
The English party were compelled at once 
to retire in blinding rain along the same 
route which the retreating Afghans hud 
taken, until they reached a place called 
Chul, where the English turned oil' to 
make for Kala 1-Maur, where a cavalry 
detachment of the com mission was sta- 
tioned. Their retirement was effected 
with great difficulty, us a very cold ram 
was falling, which caused a flood in the 
Kusk river, and made it impossible for 
them to cress. The distance from Penj- 
deh to Gulhran, the place to which they 
retired, was about 125 miles. On reach- 
ing the tops of the heights the wind blew 
so fiorcoly that they were hardly able to 
keep in their saddles. It was impossible j 
to pitch a tent, and the party were obliged 
to lie down 111 the mud v\ith drenched 
clothing. The writer declares that they 
were for some time without either food or 1 
fuel, and suffered greatly from hunger I 
and cold. The effect of the retreat was i 
seriously to damage the prestige of the 
English, 

ACQUISITION OF UUBA. 

There has been lately considerable dis- 
cussion in t'ne newspapers of the United 
Status and Europe in reference to the ac- 
quisition of Cuba by the United Stales 
through purchase. There is authority fur 
the statement that the president and his 
legal advisers are upmemd to any acquisi- 
tion of territory, whether of Cuba nr of 
other parts of Mexico or elsewhere. The 
president feels very strongly and positive- 
ly ini this point. He believes that the 
Americans have now as much territory 
and as large a mass of illiterate and in- 
congruous material in the population its 
can safely be managed, lie is totally op- 
posed to an aggrandizing foreign policy, 
and believes that the Americana have 
enough work to do at home 111 reforming 
their homo tidmi itstrutiuu. lie believes 
that the extension of commerce with oth- 
er nations on fair terms jf exchange will 
benefit the United States ami them, and 
that the cultivation of such commercial 
relations would give the States all the 
benefits which they ct-uld get from the 
possession of the territories, without the 
grave burdens and costly responsibilities 
which territorial extension would bring 
upon them It is certain, therefore, that 
no schemes for the purchase or annexa- 
tion of Cuba or other territorial exten- 
sion will find f iVor with President Cleve- 
land. He understands the nature and 
objects of such schemes, and is opposed 
to them us injudicious and dangerous to 
the welfare of his country and to the per- 
petuity of its form of government.

ENGLAND. 

London, dune "26. — In the house of 
lords this afternoon the new lord high 
chancellor, Sir Harding Giffor I, took his 
seat upon the wool sack. It was an- 
nounced that the bill providing an annuity 
of £ti000 for the Princess Beatrice upon 
her marriage with Prince Henry of Bat 
I tenburg had received the royal consent. 
The redistribution bill mid several other 
bills have also received royal assent. 

The conservatives occupied the govern 
meut benches Salisbury, as ho entered 
the house, was received with cheers. In 
the course of a short address thu marquis 
said it was necessary for him to repeat 
the statement made by Gladstone last 
evening in the house of commons. He 
explained that the Queen had informed 
him that it was her opinion that he might 
reasonably accept otlice upon the assur- 
ances given by Gladstone, Her Majesty at 
the sumo time pointing out the serious in- 
jury to public service if a settlement was 
longer delayed or new complications 
should arise. The marquis said that he 
then, with the unanimous consent of his 
•olleagues, thought it hia duly to assume 
office, and he said the next four or five 
weeks would show that ho had taken the 
proper course. The marquis, in conclud- 
ing Ins address, mado an appeal fur the 
support of all good men. 

The house will adjourn until the 0th of 
July. 

In the house of commons to-day only 
business of a formal nature wan transacted 
and the house adjourned until 3rd July. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, the now secre- 
tary of state for India, arrived early this 
morning in the India office. Ho is the first 
member of the ministry of the Marquis of 
Salisbury to enter upon the duties of his 
office.

The Garden of the Ancient 'World. 

[Uritisli Review (Translated.)! 

The- Efibylonia of the present day ro- 
Bembles a desert, oat of wl ch uriso 
mounds and ruius, solitary ami grave; 
nearly all the canals arc clioVed with 
Band; tie shepherds wandering -oue, with 
their iloclts nibbling the spare grass, are 
almost the only human dwellers over the 
the whole plateau. How different was it 
in the oldeu times, Between B. 
C 2000 aud 500 Babylonia was 
the garden of the ancient world. 
The lai.d, surrounded like an island 
by two of tho finest streams in the 
•world, the Euphrates and Tigris — the 
rivers of Paradise— is truly tho gift of 
T>oth. They Mowed with swift current 
from the Armenian highlands into the sea 
now known us the Persian gulf. 

In the course of centurios large masses 
of loam were rolled down and heaped ut 
their original mouths, and this is what 
we uow called Babylonia, It wiu on this 
soaked, fat and fertile soil that the oldest 
authentic civilization, not of Asia merely, 
but of the world, developed Itself. Tho 
melting of Hie Armenian snows caused 
inundations which had to be chucked by 
damming the rivers with dikes aud walls. 
Canals served for navigation and also led 
off the superfluous waters to parts unaf- 
fected by tlio overflow, and devoloped to 
such a degree their fertility 'hat wheat 
aud barley often gave tho laborer iiOi) or 
;500 fold. Near Bagdad the two rivers are 
bo near that only six hours are required to 
pass from one to the other. 

On this tongue of land, which was once 
a, fourth narrower (for the Euphrates has 
since removed its bed further westward i, 
the great canal system commenced, nd 
by means of still smaller arte rii s the life- 
giving waters were distributed to nearly 
every tree. The district between Bagdad 
aud Hills (a three days' ride; was formerly 
strewed with heaps of towns aud villages. 
To its south in tho very heart of the laud, 
lay Babylon, "the gate of God " 

The Degrees lu Calcitration. 
fNew York Sun.l 
Our highly esteemed contemporary with 
that enlightened curiosity which is the 
mark of a very large and expansive uiind, 
asks us "to explain the peculiarities of a 
bay steer's kick. " Is tlieru anything that 
differentiates the kick of a hay' steer from 
that of a steer of any other color, and if 
so, what? 

In calcitration aro three degrees: To 
kick, to kick like a steer, to kick like a 
bay steer. The positive degree of calci- 
tration is indefinitely and generally ex- 

Eressed by tho first. A higher, more forel- 
le, and in every way more impressive- 
variety of calcitration is expressed in 
tho descriptive simile, "to kick like 
a steer. " For the steer is, or at 
least was, before the niu' had 
come into general culture, a sj hoi of 
striking and impetuous calcitration. Any 
steer kicks refractorily, but the bay steer 
kicks with a heartiness, an intensity of 
propulsion, a putting of his whole soul 
Into his hoofs: thai distinguishes him from 
non-bay steers. 

If it be asked why the bay steer has 
gifts above those of its fellows, the answer 
must be that it is its nature. Perhaps its 
temperament is more choleric, perhaps its 
temper is suutly inlluenced by its coloring 
matter. 'Tis held that red haired persons 
are fiercer, more choleric, and more sud- 
den in quarrel than the tiaxen haired or 
the pink-haired, and perhaps the bay steer 
is the victim or beueliciary of its color. 

Symptoms of Hydrophobia. 
[SciontiUe Journal,] 

A publication has been issued by direc- 
tion of the University of London, in which 
it is stated that hydrophobia occurs in 
dogs of all ages, and may appear at any 
eeason of the year, the fact being recog- 
nized by a change of demeanor of the dog. 
■which becomes dejected, morose, inclined 
to roam, and anxious to hide itself; it 
gnaws at wood, stones and any refuse 
which it. sees, soaps at imaginary ob jects, 
and becomes unusually excited by strange 
or sudden noises; it rubs its 
throat with its paws, as if striving to get 
rid of some object lodged there, and ut 
the same time there is more or less abun- 
dant t'ow of saliva from the mouth. The 
dog will also attack its master, or animals 
of any kind, but is most easily roused to 
fury by the presence of other dogs. 

There is throughout the disease no 
dread of water. If a dog bus shown any 
of the syrnpl ious of mildness, it should at 
once be loose-muzzled and sei irely 
chained up; and all dog-bites should be 
immediately cleansed by suction and 
washing, aud be at once cauterized.
